Chances are if the paper looks good now, it will outlive you. If it 
shows any tendency to chipping and cracking, it's well on the road 

to dissolution. I sometimes wonder if the German military periodicals 
i see at auctions ( Der Adler, Luftflotte Sudost, etc. etc.), if 
their 

owners know something about the upcoming disintegration, because 

it seems many of these are entering a phase of being very fragile 

and cracking apart. I have a US military manual, CONFIDENTIAL 
classed, on weaponry needed for cracking the Westwall in Europe 
invasion, and unfortunately it is printed on cheap acidic paper which 
is now entering into its disintegration. Turning the pages requires 
major caution.

Check me on these - are there other R-20, R-21 and R-22 / ARC-5 
receivers around, or are these I have probably prototypes? 


R-20/ARC-5, 1.5 - 3 mc, p/n 5005 
R-21/ARC-5, 3-6 mc, p/n 5006 
R-22/ARC-5, 6-9.1 mc, p/n 5007 


These all have the "S" for "stabilized" stamped over the tuning 
cable receptacle. 
My more common R-24/ARC-5, .52 - 1.5 mc, has a 9000 series p/n, 9603. 
The only obvious external difference is that the "warning" plate has a 
red background on the R-21 and on the R-24 it's black. I have not 
examined the internals in great detail for differences. 


As we discussed earlier, the R-20 - R-22 do not show up in the 
AN/ARC-5 TMs I have. I do not know if there were others that preceded 
the commonly-known R-23, R-24, R-25, R-26 and R-27 .
